Gen. Chehab 
Takes Office 
In Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Gen. 


Fuad Chehab was sworn in today 
as the third president of independ- 
ent Lebanon and immediately 
pledged the withdrawal of Amer- 
ican troops. 


Chehab was elected by nearly 


all factions of Parliament July 
31 as a compromise choice to end 
the political tension which erupted 
Into open rebellion more than four 
months ago. 


American Marines and Army 


troops began arriving here July 
15 in response to the call of Che- 
hab's predecessor, President Ca- 
mille Chamoun, who charged that 
Gamal Abdel Nasser's United 
Arab Republic was attempting to 
overthrow Chamoun's pro-Western 
regime. 


Shooting again broke out In Bel- 


rut Monday night on the eve of 
the inauguration, and t e n s i o n 
again climbed after a lull since 
Ciehab's 
election. 
A 
curfew 


around the clock was in force as 
a result of mass kidnapings by 
political factions. 


Gen. Chehab, the former army 


chief of staff, spoke to a special 
session of the Lebanese Parlia- 
' ment. He said his government 
will attempt to remove the tension 
between Lebanon and "some of 
its brother Arab countries."

Southern governors were con- 
fronted today with confusion and 
conflict over a positive stand, for 
the record, on integrating schools. 


At least two governors have said 


they will introduce opposing reso- 
lutions for consideration at their 
annual conference. 


A formal expression on integra- 


tion emerged as an_ issue when 
Republican Gov. Theodore R.~Mc- 
Keldin of Maryland proposed a 
resolution which, in effect, would 
put Dixie governors on record as 
favoring it. 


Georgia's Democratic Gov. Mar- 


vin Griffin came back with a pro- 
posal urging the conference to 
protect the government "of the 
several states against all federal 
encroachment." 


There was no indication when 


and if these resolutions actually 
would come up for a vote of the 
14 governors attending the confer- 
ence. 


But one of them, Go*. A. B. 


Chandler of Kentucky, foresaw no 
chance of a majority agreeing one 
way or the other on integration. 


The South's most burning issue, 


absent from the business agenda, 
got hotter Monday when Gov. 
Elroy Collins of Florida said It 
should be resolved by Congress as 
the first order oi business next 
January. 


Collins told the opening business 


session the current pattern of in- 
tegration conflict, if continued, 
could lead to a national catastro- 
phe. 


Elaborating at-a news confer- 


ence, he said President Eisenhow- 
er could organize commissions of 
local citizens with authority to 
resolve the problem at that level. 
He said federal courts "simply are 
not equipped to determined local 
problems." 


"When integration injures racial 


relations," he said, "I don't think 
it-should be coerced upon any, 
community." 


One function of bis proposed 


commissions, Collins said, could 
be to " serve in an advisory 
capacity to the courts.

Continuing strong Nationalist 


demands for U.S. support in aerial 
attacks on the mainland gun posi- 
tions presumably were voiced at 
the three-hour meeting. American 
officers have restrained such ac- 
tion for fear of spreading the vest 
pocket war. 


The President of Nationalist 


China and the commander in chief 
of U.S. forces in the Pacific were 
believed to have considered ways 
of getting more supplies to the 
besieged Qfremoys. 


The Nationalists said another 


supply convoy got through to Que- 
moy and more supplies were para- 
chuted to Little Quemoy. With the 
Communist bombardment continu- 
ing, however, the supply situation 
on tha little islands remained 
tight 


The Defense Ministry said the 


Communists hurled 5,831 shells at 
the islands in the last six hours 
Monday, the last day of a full 
month's bombardment Since Aug. 
23, about 325,000 have been fired 
the Nationalist estimated. 


The Nationalists have reported 


280 military casualties among the 
100,000 soldiers on the Quemoys 
plus 63 civilians killed and 159 
wounded by shells. 


The Defense Ministry claims 14 


Communist MIG Jet fighters shot 
down plus 3 probables without the 
loss of a Nationalist jet; and 7 
Communist gunboats, 11 torpedo 
boats and 8 motorized junks sunk 
at the cost of 3 Nationalist landing 
ships.

arranged on a bed, face up, the 
bodies of Mrs. Matilda Wein, 
38, and her sons, Robert, 4, and 
Neal, 8. 


In the b a t h r o o m nearby, 


hanging by a clothes line tied 
to the shower nozzle and cur- 
tain rod, was the body of the 
head of the family, Harry Wein, 
41, a salesman-distributor for a 
firm that markets gummed tape 
and other packaging products. 
' Marks on the necks of the 
woman and two boys indicated 
they had been strangled by 
Wein, who then hanged himself, 
Detective Edward Havel said. 


All of tha bodies were fully 


clothed. There was no sign of 
struggle or disarray within the 
house. 


A neighbor said the children 


were playing with a wagon In 
the yard at about 5 p. m. An 
uncooked chicken was on the 
kitchen table. 


No notes were found, and de- 


tectives worked today to estab- 
lish a motive. The Weins had 
moved into the house Sept. 1 
from an apartment in another 
part of Shaker Heights, so the 
immediate neighbors knew little 
about them.

EMERGENCY AID UNITS UNITE 


Recently, the Salvation Army consummated a 


disaster services agreement with the local Civil 
Defense and Red Cross. 


The following Salvation Army statement ex- 


plains how this combination of services worked 
effectively during the train disaster in New Jer- 
sey: 


Five minutes after the Jersey Central com- 


muter train to New York plunged from an open 
railroad bridge into the bay between Elizabeth 
and Bayonne, N. J.. at 10:05 a. m. Monday, (Sept. 
15) the Sahation Army Corps in Elizabeth \\as 
alerted. 


Sr. Major Franklin Hoffman hurried to the 


railroad yard to make a quick appraisal of the sit- 
uation and learn exactly how the Army could best 
serve survivors and rescue workers. Meanwhile, 
workers at the Corps -were making sandwiches 
and coffee and preparing to transport equipment 
to the disaster area. 


A fully stocked canteen, manned by Salvation 


Army workers, was set up on the railroad trestle 
within one hour after the accident occurred. By 
order of railroad police officials, the Army work- 
ers were the only people, except for the rescue 
crews, permitted on the trestle. All trains were 
ordered to stop for Salvation Army personnel and 
to transport both personnel and supplies out onto 
the trestle to facilitate service. 


In Bayonne, across the bay, the Civil Defense 


authorities worked out of a Salvation Army build- 
ing. 
In the railroad yard adjacent to the bay 


where rescue work,was in progress, a Salvation 
Army station wagon from Jersey City was the 
first to arrive, followed by emergency units from 
Passaic, Hackensack, Union City and Hoboken. 
All Salvation Army units were equipped to serve 
hot coffee and sandwiches, milk and soup. Food 
and drink were loaded into boats to serve rescue 
crews working from boats in the bay. 


Brigadier Giles Barrett, divisional command- 


er in northern New Jersey, is directing the disas- 
ter operations, with Sr.-Ma]or Hoffman of Eliza- 
beth in charge of activities at the scene of the 
accident. It was estimated that b e t w e e n 80 
and 100 Salvationists and Salvation Army vol- 
unteers were engaged in the emergency service 
at the bridegheads on either side of the bay. Ma- 
jor Hoffman made a rough estimate that, at this 
point, at least 10,000 sandwiches have been 
served, along with 150 dozen doughnuts and rolls 
and from 5,000 to 7,500 gallons of hot and cold 
beverages.

NEW YORK (AP)—The sharp 


drop in the U. S. gold supply may 
be ending. It is slowing down 
after setting a record for any one 
year. 


But today the conditions that led 


other nations to build up their gold 
reserves at our expense seem to 
be going into reverse. 


Part of the outflow of gold has 


been due to a sharp drop in U. S. 
ejq>orts than in its imports, ena- 
bling foreign lands to build up 
their reserves as Americans paid 
for what they bought abroad. 


Also helping build up foreign 


reserves oi gold and dollars is the 
large investment of American cor- 
poration* abroad, amounting to 
about I billion dollars last year 
and bringing the total of 37 billion 
dollars. 


Part of the drop in the U. S. 


Treasury's gold Ixoard has been 
due to other nations selling their 
holdings of U. S. securities and 
' putting the money into geld. 


The net remit is that so lar this, 


year the U. S. gold supply has 
shrunk by about 1% billion dol- 
lars. This is slightly more than 
the outflow of gold for the entire 
year of 1950, the previous record, 
when the Korean War caused the 
U. S. to^ buy heavily from other 
lands. 


The gold supply here now is 


just und»r 21 billion dollars— and 
more than ample as legal back- 
hif lor the volume of currency 


In the first half of the year our 


exports dipped 20 per cent below 
the like 1957 period. But the Com- 
merce Department reports that 
the April-May-June quarter saw 
improvement over the first three 
months of this year. Exports seem 
to have held leveled off during 
the summer and many hope that 
oth°r lands will be buying mort 
from us in the months just ahead. 


Part of this hope is based on 


the belief that the recovery in 
U.S. business will lead to import! 
ol foreign materials, giving other 
nations more of the wherewithal 
to buy U.S. finished goods. 


Imports in the second quarter 


rose over the first three month* 
of this year, the Commerce De- 
partment notes For the first hall 
as a whole they v. ere only slightly 
below the first six months »f 
1957. 


The sharp drop in returns en 


dollar securities during the easy 
money period led many foreign- 
ers to sell their holdings and put 
Thsir funds into gold. Now yields 
are rising and U S. securities look 
better. 


The buildup in foreign gold and 


dollar reserves has pleased Wash- 
ington on the whole. Stable cur- 
rencies 3 broad are good for world 
trade and help political stability.

Reminder for 
Taxpayers About 
Gasoline Claims 


Taxpayers have until Septem- 


ber 30 to file claims for refund 
of Federal excise taxes paid on 
certain gasoline purchases from 
July 1, 1957 to June 30, 1958, 
John H. Bingler, District Direc- 
tor of internal Revenue an- 
nounced today. 


Mr. Bingler said farmers who 


purchased gasoline during that 
time for use on the farm are 
entitled to refund of the full 3 
cents a gallon tax by filing 
Form 2240. 


Other taxpayers, he said, who 


purchased gasoline for nonhigh- 
way use may claim refund of 1 
cent a gallon by filing Form 
843. 


Mr. Bingler said taxpayers 


who file by mail must have their 
claims postmarked no later than 
September 30. 


Mr. Bingler said helpful in- 


formation about these two re- 
fund provisions of the law can 
ba found in Internal Revenue 
Service booklets, "Farmer's Gas 
Tax Refund", Publication Num- 
ber 308 6-58), and "Federal Gas 
Tax Refund for Nonhighway 
and Transit Users," Publication 
Number 378 (6-58). 


He said these booklets and 


claim forms can be obtained 
from his office at the New Fed- 
eral Building, Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania.

Now that local 
authorities are ready to go ahead 
on their own, she said, the Com- 
monwealth is turning the pro- 
grams over.

change. He said the agency often 
has been asked by Congress mem- 
bers and others for an explanation 
of its actions on exemption appli- 
cations, but has been barred by 
law from giving one. 


There has been debate In Con- 


gress over tax exemptions grant- 
ed a number of organizations in- 
cluding the National Assn. for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
and the Fund for the Republic. 


All approved applications will be 


available for public inspection, to- 
gether with any papers submitted 
in support of them. Provision is 
made for withholding supporting 
documents which might disclose 
defense or trade secrets or other 
information that would adversely 
affect the organization.

OK. Ford Is one of the best and smartest pitchers In baseball. 
Ford had a peculiar sore arm, in that it ached him only when 
he threw his curve. The Yankees were fortunate in having that 
big lead so they could permit Whitey sufficient tune for his arm 
to come around. 


A normal Ford, plus Bob Turley, Duke Maas, Zack Monroe,

"I've sacrificed everything and 


have nothing else lor the strug- 
gle," said Farmer. He is resum- 
ing Ms law practice here. 


Farmer tangled with ex-Presi- 


dent Truman over the Korean 
war, won a brief respite for 
doomed atomic spies Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg and even pro- 
moted a world constituent assem- 
bly at Geneva in 1950. 


"I had to stop fighting for world 


government to make a living," 
said Farmer resignedly. "I can't 
voluntarily resign from life." 


At an end are the lean Tennes- 


see lawyer's two major attempts 
to further peace—through a world 
government and by getting nations 
to accept international law. 


The latter try ended June 9 


when the U.S. Supreme Court re- 
iiised to review lower court rul- 
jngg that Farmer must pay his 
1349 income tax of ?4,750. 


Farmer had declined to pay the 


lax, arguing much of it would be 
used to finance the Korean War. 
Ha maintained wars were illegal 
under international law. Farmer 
felled ia t=t> attempts to sub- 


poena former President Truman 
to appear in court lor questoning 
on the conduct of the Korean con- 
flict 


The 57-year-old attorney's at- 


tempt to establish an internation- 
al government drew »ome 500 per- 
sons from 45 countries to the 
world constituent assembly at Ge- 
neva. Farmer wa« elected presi- 
dent and a proposed world con- 
stitution was drawn up. Little 
more was heard from this group.
